Work- 
men appeared from all directions and 
worked feverishly all afternoon haul- 
ing rock and dirt to fill the washout. 
Just before dark a careful inspection 
was made and it was decided to at- 
tempt to take the heavy train across 
it. The engine crept slowly foiwaid 
and as the fiont tiucks crept on the 
weak spot, the earth slid away, and 
for an awful moment it appeared the 
engine would plunge from the tracks. 
The engineer nc\ er lost courage. A 
second later the heavy coaches stait- 
ed slowly backward and in another 
minute the tram was safe.
